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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 20 October 2006 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Specifically, Applicant argues that Li et al. does not teach that the outlet port 
opens to the annular passage at a position different from a position at which the inlet port opens. The Examiner must disagree. Li et al. 
teaches an inlet port of gas supply line 80 opening to the annular passage 36 at a position where the gas supply line 80 joins the annular 
passage 36. (Figure 5) Li et al. teaches an outlet port, connected to gas exhaust line 82 and indirectly opening to annular passage 36 
via gas supply line 80, as broadly recited in the claim. The position of the outlet port may be considered to be the position where gas 
exhaust line 82 connects to gas supply line 80, and thus the position at which the outlet port opens is different from the position at which 
the inlet port opens, as broadly recited in the claim. The grounds of rejection set forth in the final office action mailed 21 July 2006 are 
maintained. 
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
